Unfortunately, the barefoot natives 
refused to use the spades. They 
cleared the area with fire and sticks, 
hands, home-made hoes, and thelr 
feel, : 


The men did the shovelling and 
flattening, the women carried away 
the muck. ‘As usual, It ralned every 
day, and our embryo airfield saon 
turned into duckpond.

In seven days 


UNDREDS of natives cut down 
the biggest bamboos, which 
were sliced into strips.
